How to Detect and Remedy the 
Open Circuit, Short Circuit 
and Leakage. 


R adio circuits are subject to tile 
sam e 
His t h a t lite ordinary pow er 
circuits a re subject to. H owever, to 
cu re them is not such a difficult ta sk 
as m ight be supposed, especially if 
some logical procedure is used. 
If a receiver is well put together in 
tile first place ami all contacts and 
other p a rts gone over once in a while, 
there is no reason why th ere should 
be any trouble. 
Hut the hum an be­ 
ing is prone to err, so th a t for th e 
“once in a w hile” that is liuble to h a p ­ 
pen, th is a rticle will be devoted to 
the explanation of w hat might ballpen 
to a sim ple receiver and tile best way 
to bx it. 
Tile usual troubles of th e receiver 
fall u nder one of Hie following three 
b eadings: 
I — Ail open circuit. 
- —A short circuit. 
fl— Leakage. 
An ojH*n circuit can most easily be 
detected by m eans of a series lamp. 
Nearly every one has available the or­ 
dinary l i d volt lighting circuit. T ak e 
an o rd in ary extension cord and i n t 
one w ire at any convenient place and 
use these tw o ends as test clips or 
tips, 
rile extension cord Is plugged 
into tim house lighting circuit at any 
convenient outlet and when tile tw o 
cut en d s a re held together tile lam p 
will light as the d rc u lt 
is 
closed. 
When th e tips are held open tile c ir­ 
cuit is “open” and file light will go 
out. 
SupjHise It is desired to test for an 
open circuit in a tuning coil. Connect 
one tip to one end of the w inding and 
the o th e r test clip to the slider. As the
